Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for

The prior art of record alone or in combination does not teach or suggest the 
optical storage device and method for detecting the device is turned over having the 
combination of element and steps with their recited function and process, along with 
elements and steps for sensing whether the housing is turned over and stopping the 
operation of the optical storage drive when the detecting device senses the housing 
being turned over, as set forth in claims 1-14.
